Story of the Foul Crimes for Which the 
Three Men Forfeited Their Lives. 


CINCINNATI, February 24.—John Mayer 
Hicks, acolorea man bornin Boyd county, 
Kentucky, April 15, 1862, was hanged at 
Covington to-day. The execution was the;sec- 
ond one ever had in Kenton county and was 
the first f{quasi-private exccution in 
the State of Kentucky and is likely 
to be the last. This execution 
was ina shell of a building, but of brick. All 
the outside lower story windows were nailed 
up with boards. The condemned man was 
brought on the scaffold, attended by Father 
McGinley, Father Lambert and two other 
priests. At seven minutes past 10 

THEY KNELT AND PRAYED 
audibly, the prisoner repeating after Father 
McGinley the Lord’s Prayer and the Apos- 
tolic Creed. After this the prisoner was 
brought to the platform, where he shook 
hands witb the priests. Then 
Father Lambert came the 
front and, addressing the three 
hundred spectators admitted, said: ‘Mr. 
Hicks will say nothing. I speak for him. He 
takes his death asa punishment for his sins.’’ 
The noose was then fixed, hands manacled, 
straps and black cap adjusted, Hicks 
ALL THE WHILE WEEPING 
profusely and exclaiming, **God is good! Oh, 
Lord Jesus, have mercy!” the priests ex- 
horting him with the words, *Trustin Jesus 
—He can save the soul.” The trap 
dropped at 10:15, and the body 
was cut down at 10:44. There was no 
Strugciing. He was hung forthe murder of 
Henry Murray Williams, at Ludiow, Ky., 
December 15, 1889, early in the evening. 
There were no living witnesses to the crime. 
The utterance of father Lambert, on the 
scaffold, is the only confession he made.

Lying near him onthe ground were 
a few coppers and aniron bar about two feet 
long. With this instrument the blow had 
been administered, which crushed his skull 
and created a wound from which the brain 
oozed out.

A negro had been seen in WGibson’s grocery 
with the iron bar in his band,a negro had ten- 
dered a twenty-dollar gold piece, such as 
Williams hadin his poeket, for a pair of 
boots. Hicks was identified oy the grocer 
and shoemaker, and other evidence plainly 
fixed the crime on him. 

CROWD ASSEMBLED TO LYNCH HIM 
but the alert officers saved his life thea by 
hurrying himjto the Covington jail. He was 
promptly convicted aad threatened to be hang- 
ed last summer. His case wentto the Court 
of Appeais, which affirmed the sentence, and 
hisjexecution was reset gfor January 27 last. 
Hicks embraced the Catholic religion some 
weeks ago and has been constantly attended 
by the clergy of that church. 

Some two weeks before the day fixed by 
the Court of Appeals(for the execution. Hicks 
was attacked in jail by smali-pox,and sev- 
eral times was believed to be in a dying con- 
dition. Application was therefore made to 
the Goveruor for a brief respite, and his Ex: 
cellency firstinsisted that Hicks must bang, 
small-pox or no small-pox, but extra pres- 
sure was brought to bear, and a respite se- 
cured until to-day, when the sentence was 
duiy executed. Hicks had no family. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

CINCINNATI, O., February 24.—Major John 
Hicks, colored, 26 years old, who killed Hen- 
ry M. Williams on the might of December

from 11 to 5 o’clock, and was led tothe scaf- 
foiad at 10 o’clock.

SOBBED AND CRIED BITTERLY. 


The drop fell at 10:13 a.m. His neck was 
broken, and he was pronounced dead at 10:25. 
Hicks was born in Newburg, Ohio, August 
6, 1856. He killed Williams on the road be- 
tween the ferry and the Cincinnati Soutbern 
Railroad. Hetben robbed Wil'iams of con- 
siderable money. Biood on Liicks’ shoes and 
his offering a twenty dollar gold piece of 
Williams’ money for some new shoes led to 
the cléw of the murder and his arrest on the 
16h of December. He was tried and found 
guilty. 
A MOB ATTEMPTED TO LYNCH HIM

to the Louisville jail, sentenced to bang Jan- 
uary 27, but wasreprieved bythe Governor 
until to-day on account of an attack of small 
pox.

A Set of Tools Worth Ten Times That of 
Any Mechanic.

City bave no ideaof thehauntsof crime and 
dens of infamy which are the resorts of 
thousands. The preachers of 8S). Louis talk 
in glittering generaliies of misery and want 
and suffering, and toe we)li- dressed occupunts 
of the cushioned pews sh ke their heads and 
shudder, and go home imuginiog that they 
have a distinct idea of ibe dak 
side of life. The fact is tha 


the preachers themsetvesknow nothingofwha 
they are talking about, and have never seen, 
or even beard a correct report of what they 
pretend to explain. The misery among the 


poorer classes, especialiy when pov- 
erty and crime are united, is a 
thing that never reeches polite ears, 


and if it did it would vass unheeded as too 
terrible for credence. Of the honest poorer 
classes this article does not intend to make 
much mention.

principle of contradiction, being as near toa 
place with a different name as is possible on 
earth. From the street there is no appear- 
ance of anytbing wrong, but afew steps in- 
side and 4 turointo a b.way reveais the 
nature of the place, Aseries of hovels line 
each side of the ailey, each occupied by eight 
or ten families. The piace 18 
known as the scene of som ¢ 
high-handed outrages. The women who 
infest it make it their business to decoy ine- 
briated or foolish wayfarers into the mouth 
ofthe alley, wherea negro stevedore quickly 
comes tothe rescue. ‘The visitor is quick y 
throttled, relieved of woat he has and left to 
recover in the gutter. A case of this kind 
occurs every week, but{most of them are

Eastern Mails Delayed—No Van- 
dalia or O. and M. Train in 
This Morning

The Cairo Short Line Bridge at Okaw— 
Ruinous Effects of the Flood on 
Railread Tracks. 


The Rallroads. 

*“‘Worse remains behind,” is true of the 
railroads to-day. Yesterday morning all the 
roads with the exception of the Louisville and 
Nashvilleand Keokuk and St. Louis managed 
to send out through passenger trains and the 
trouble was thought over, but this morning 


trains on the Vandalia, Ohio and Mississippi, 
Cairo Short Line and Illinois Centra! had to 
be abandoned. Hitherto the Vandalia has 
brought in the trains from Odin, 
sixty-six miles out, over the tracks of 
the Ohio and Mississippi, but the Ohio and 
Mississippi bridge at Corlyle, forty-eight 
miles, is to-day in such condition that the 
trains on both lines have had to be discon- 
tinued. Tbe Vandalia announces a train to 
leave to-night via the tracks of the Indian- 
apolis and St. Louis to Terre Haute, thence 
along their own main line. The Onio and 
Mississippi train which left Cincinnati last 
nightis blecked at Carlyle. Passengers will 
be transferred to this side by the bridge to- 
day, and will probablv be able to reacb the 
city late this afternoon. The _ trouble 
on the Cairo Short Line, which has hitherto 
stood the shock of the floods manfully, is due 
to the overflow of the Okaw River, which 
caused a “*breakdown’’ on the tracks of the 
Cairo Short Line at New Athens, about thirty 
miles from the city, sabmerging fully a mile 
and a half of track. Genera! Manager Parker 
informed a Post DISPATCH reporter thata 
large force of men are at work, and that 
the water is rapidly subsiding. The com- 
pany hope to getatrain out to-night. The 
St. Louis and Cairo, which has also done well 
£0 far, has abandoned freight business for the 
present, but continues to send out passenger 
trainsas usual. The Okaw River, whieh is 
swollen toa degree never before known, has 
caused the trouble. Passengers sare being 
carried across the river, and, with the excep- 
tion of the delay occasioned in this manver, 


the St. Louis and Cairo -will suffer 
no interruption of passenger busi- 
ness. The Iron Mountain is unable 


to resume New Orleans business for the pres- 
ent on account of high water at Belmont and 
Cairo, and are running through Texas and 
Arkan-as trains as usual. The St. Louis and 
San Franci-co is in excellent condition for 
business, and the wires all along the line are 
up and in working order once more. The 
Missouri Pacific have at length overcome the 
effects of the wuashouts and land-slides at 
New Huven and otner points, and sent out 
4 crowded through Kinsas (ity 
train on time this morning.

Okaw Bridge Carried Away. 
The Cairo Short Line morning trains are 
marked three hours behind time this morn- 
ing and rumors of accidents along the line 
were freely circulated in railroad circies. 
Nothing definite was known as to the nature 


of the accident till about eleven o’clock, 
when a telegram was received from 
Freeburg statiug that the Okaw bridge had 
been carried away, rendering passage impos- 
sible. Later information was to the effect 
that the water had been rising steadily in 
the Okaw since the recent rains, and some 
time during the night gained the top of 
the bridge and was flowing over 
it when the first train on the Cairo Short Liue 
arrived there this morning. The Okawis a 
small river about 200 feet wide at low water 
and runs through St. Clair county near Free- 
burg about thirty miles from St. Louis. The 
lands in that section of the country 
were inundated by the recent rains 
and the usuaily small river more than 
doubled its volume of water. The bridge 
was considered in a dangerous condition Jate 
last evening, and its reported fail carried ht- 
tle surprise to those who crossed it during the 
recent rise. Trains on the Cairo Short Line 
were transferred over the river 
in boats this morning, causing a delay of 
nearly three hours. ‘he bridge, which isa 
large wooden structure, is momentarily ex- 
pected to be washed away and seems un. 
able to long sustain the present pressure of 
the water.
